These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infnnts and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will lie submitted to them.

About the year 1951 the Central Gas Utilities be¬ 
came interested in Vulcan. At that time the town 
would not grant them a franchise because it was ex¬ 
pected that sooner or later natural gas would be 
available. However a by-law was passed, giving this 
company permission to lay pipes where necessary to 
supply the town with air-mix propane. This was al¬ 
lowed as a temporary arrangement, was not exclusive 
and could be 9 ancelled at any time with the consent of 
the Board of Public Utilities. 

About eight years have gone by and the present 
rate is close to $2.00 (two dollars) per thousand 
which the majority of our citizens feel they cannot 
any longer afford to pay. 

After the advent of the pipe line from Pincher 
to the east, discussions were held with Canadian 
Western Natural Gas officials. As a result of these 
talks, the company suggested building a connection to 
join with this east - west line near Nobleford. The 
agreed price was seventy-five cents (75c) per 
thousand. 

Next, the Canadian Western Natural Gas Co., be¬ 
gan negotiations to purchase the assets of the Central 
Gas Utilities, (Vulcan) Ltd. A short time later, at a 
meeting of share holders regularly called for the pur¬ 
pose of voting on this matter, the Central Gas people 
voted in favor of accepting the offer of One Hundred 
and Ten Thousand Dollars ($110,000.00) put forward 
by the Natural Gas Company. 

Following this action, and after the proper notices 
were given, the citizens of Vulcan voted in favour of 
granting a franchise to the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Co., to supply natural gas to the town of Vulcan. 
The Board of Public Utilities was duly notified and 
gave their approval. 

All of these formalities having been attended to, 
the Canadian Western got busy ditching and laying 
pipe, said operation being completed to Vulcan, and 
gas is now being supplied to some villages from this 
pipe line. 

Quite a number of our town people have taken out 
their coal and oil furnaces, anticipating that the new 
gas would soon be available. At this time they have no 
heat what-so-ever. 

NOW COMES THE BOMBSHELL. With the win¬ 
ter only a few months away, we are informed that 
“THE CENTRAL GAS UTILITIES”, who at a duly 
authorized meeting, voted to accept the sum offered 
for their holdings, now refuse to honor the said 
contract. 

As of last week the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Co. have started court action to force the Central 
Gas Utilities, to carry out their agreement. 

Members of the Town Council have had several 
interviews with the “powers that be,” and are con¬ 
tinuing their efforts in this direction for an immediate 
end to this state.of affairs, but when legal documents 
become “Scraps of Paper,” it makes us wonder.

Central Gas Still Reponsible 

The wrangle between Canadian Western and 
Central Gas Utilities over supplying natural gas to 
the town of Vulcan still goes on and, we trust, will 
be settled in time to allow Vulcan residents to enjoy 
the benefits of natural gas this coming winter. 
Natural gas has been piped to the outskirts of Vulcan 
and it would be a ridiculous situation if residents of 
the town were forced to continue using high-priced 
air-mix propane or other fuels this winter. Interven¬ 
tion by the provincial government is justified if this 
appears likely, because its publicized policy is that as 
many Alberta residents as possible will be served with 
natural gas. 

Aside from greater issue, however, there is an¬ 
other issue of immediate concern. Which of the two 
companies — Canadian Western or Central Gas — is 
responsible for making new connections this fall to 
residents who have installed gas furnaces but have

Town residents who have applied in writing to 
Central Gas at its Calgary ^office for a connection to 
the gas main on their street have received in neply an 
evasive letter that tries to shift the blame to the Town 
of Vulcan and to Canadian Western. We do not agree 
with the Central Gas line of reasoning. At the present 
time Central Gas is still the utility company supplying 
air-mix propane to Vulcan customers. It still, there¬ 
fore, has the responsibility of servicing new customers 
and, we feel, should be forced to accept this respon¬ 
sibility.
